one for dogmatism and hasty generalisation is, perhaps, 
nowhere to be found. No domain of inquiry equally 
broad demands for its successful cultivation a nicer 
combination of the discriminative with the imaginative facul- 
ties—in other words, of sober judgment and of quick inven- 
tion. The Social Science Congress brings both these orders 
of intellectual power into the same field; applies them to the 
interpretation of the same classes of facts; and aims at, and 
in acertain measure has succeeded in, organising into the 
form of ascience the countless laws and influences which 
mould society into what it is. 

This year the congress was held at Bristol, under the 
presidency of Sir Stafford Northcote. Of the right hon. 


| gentleman two things may be said without hesitation—the 
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first, that his sympathies are keenly alive to all questions 
affecting the social condition of his countrymen; and 
the second, that his intellectual training has developed 
in him the quality of caution rather than of strength, We 
incline to the belief that these characteristics, moral and 
mental, contributed, the one as well as the other, to fit him 
for the post he had been chosen to fill, No doubt, a bold and 
dashing inaugural address, bristling with points, and. 
breathing poetical feeling through every sentence, is gratify- 
ing to the most disciplined audience; but we are not sure 
that it induces the state of mind most conducive to a profit- 
able pursuit of truth in this department of study. ‘“ Beware 
of brilliancy’’ seems to us an apothegm which members of 
a Social Science Congress do wisely to bear in mind. Sir 
Stafford Northcote fairly enough surveyed the field to be 


| occupied, its general divisions, and the different methods of 
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#griculture proposed to be applied to it. He let his audience 
see clearly that he had his own opinions of this and the other 
remedial agency likely to come under the consideration of the 
congress, and that he, for one, was not disposed to allow the 
novelty of a proposition to run away with his judgment. 
But the tone of his address could hardly increase the too 
common bias of social students towards rash, and we may 
say picturesque, conclusions, It was plain that he did not 
aspire to play the rile of a Phaeton in the social world; and 
the closing passage of his discourse was as weighty in mean- 
ing as it was eloquent and impressive in diction and manner : 
“ Legislate,” said he, “‘as you will—organise, develop the 
advantages of co-operation, economise labour, show how skill 
may be made to do the work of strength; but amid all your 
improvements, bear one caution steadily in mind—beware of 
destroying or of enervating the individual energies of English- 
men. 


It would not be fair to pronounce an unqualified opinion | 


of the addition made to the knowledge of the public by the 
reveral sections into which the Congress is divided. The 
reports given in the newspapers are necessarily brief, imper- 
fect, and in some cases misleading. Still, even in such reports 
as we have, the best and most noteworthy contributions to the 
“ Transactions’ of Congress have, doubtless, found due pro- 
minence. But, ifso,we cannot congratulate the public on the 
rapid progress made in social science last year. Assuredly, 
the sections paid very little heed to the advice of their pre- 
sident, The passion for legislation seemed to have cast off 
wellnigh all the restraints of statesman-like prudence. In 
some respects, no doubt, social interests in the United King- 
dom have been suffered by the Legislature to drift into broken 
waters, as chance might direct. But even the present system, 
or absence of system, is preferable to the interposition of law 
and police at every turn of life. A population socially shaped 
by State machinery resembles a bouquet of artificial flowers— 
pretty to look at, but lacking the vitality which should impart 
to it freshness and bloom. What is looked for in a social 
ecience congress is, not so much the manufacture of the objects 
it desires by extraneous agency and force, as the administration 
of a sufficient stimulus to the promotion of their natural 
growth. 

Two or three of the papers read at the Congress deserve 
special mention. That of the Rev. Canon Kingsley on 
National Education was very striking, and produced, we are 
told, a very deep impression. There was nothing new in the 
practical suggestions it recomended, but they have never yet 
been stated with more precision and force. They will not, we 
apprehend, be taken as the basis of the Vice-President of the 
Council's forthcoming measure ; but the style in which they 
were put together and presented to the public mind by Mr. 
Kingsley will, no doubt, have its effect upon many Parlia- 
mentary representatives in their judgment of Mr. W. E. 
Ferster’s bill. Dr. Budd, of Bristol, created quite a sensation 
in the Sanitary Department by his proposed method of stamping 
cut infectious diseases; but, however well his plan may look 
on paper, the fact that it can only be carried out by a 
medical despotism, provided with compulsory powers, and 
administered by “a standing army”’ of authorised medical 
functionaries, will make the country pause and ponder long 
before consenting to adopt it. The Rev. Canon Girdlestone, 
in the department of Economy and Trade, caused a lively 
excitement by his paper on the methods best adapted to 
improve the condition of the agricultural labourer, which, 
besides being earnest in tone and animated in style, threw 
out several practical hints of great value. Other papers, we 
do not doubt—especially that of Miss Carpenter, in reference 


to the education of women in India—would be found, if | 


reported in full, deeply interesting. There was evidently no 
lack of high intellectual ability in the Congress, and its 
proceedings are said to have kept up the eager attention of 
its members to the close. 

Still, as we have already ventured to intimate, the success 
of the Congress, as a Congress, was far more conspicuous than 
the progress in social science which it exhibited. We may be 
wrong, but we fancy we can detect in it a less patient and 
philosophic spirit than appeared to possess it two or three 
years ago. Count Cayour, when on his deathbed, was heard 
to mutter in his delirium, in allusion to some popular out- 
breaks calling for prompt and decisive treatment, “ Declare a 
state of siege? No,I will not. Anybody can govern by such 
a device as that.” A similar thought may be entertained in 
reference to the repression, or rather the elimination, of social! 
mischiefs. Compulsory laws, like a state of siege, may seem 
very handy ; but no philosopher worthy of the name will resort 
to them until other methods have been exhausted. To get 
into a habit of rushing to them for any purposes whatsoever 
that baffle our first efforts at dealing with evil is not in 
accordance with the true scientific spirit. At any rate, we 
hope it will not become a habit with our statesmen.

The 
third name, that of Mr. Alderman Wilson, was to be joined pro 
forma with that of the present Lord Mayor, for both to be presented

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE, 


(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, Oct. 7. 

Paris politicians were taken by surprise on Sunday by the appear- 
ance of a decree in the Joredl Oficiel convoking the Chambers for 
the 29th of next month, and soon speculations were afloat as to the 
reason of this proceeding. For some time past the deputy for 
Finisterre, M. de Kératry, has bean calling attention to a certain 
article in the Constitution which requires the Chambers to be con- 
voked within a limited period after a new election, and which he 
asserts will expire on the 25th of the present month, and he and 
other deputies have intimated their intention of proceeding to the 
Palais Bourbon on that day and making a formal protest against 
the unconstitutional course adopted by the Government. M. 
Picard, one of the most — members of the Opposition, sug- 
gests that, in lieu of a few deputies protesting, as is proposed, the 
proper course would be for the members of the Opposition to meet 
beforehand and decide upon the course they will unanimously pur- 
sue. Inthe mean time, the Imperial decree makes its appearance, 
throwing down, as it were, the gauntlet to the Opposition, A 
rumour is afloat that this has arisen from a promise extorted 
from the Emperor by the Empress before she consented to leave 
France on her Eastern tour—which she did on Thursday last, the 
Emperor and Prince Imperial accompanying her, in a closed carriage, 
to the railway station—to the effect that the Chambers should not 
be convoked until after her return, Other rumours point to a re- 
organisation of the Ministry and to a dissolution of the Corps 
Législatif immediately after the Budget has been voted, with a 
view to the election of a new Chamber, under more Liberal auspices ; 
but, however much the Emperor and his advisers may be smitten 
with Liberal ideas for the moment, a course such as this is hardly 
likely to be followed by them. 

The Emperor was present at the races in the Bois de Boulogne 
on Sunday, and afterwards drove round the great lake. His health, 
according to all accounts, progresses favourably ; and it is decided 
that he will go to Compiegne and remain there until the Empress’s 
return. It is thought, however, that none of the accustomed fétes 
will be held at this favourite Imperial residence during the present

The ‘* Affaire Kinck,”’ or ‘Crime de Pantin,’’ as it is indif- 
ferently termed, continues to be the engrossing topic with the 
journals and the subject of general conversation ; and morning and 
afternoon the papers are sought for with avidity. One day it is re- 
ported that the body of Kinck, the father, has been found, strangled, 
at Ollwiller, in Alsace; but the day following brings a con- 
tradiction of this intelligence, with the important intimation, 
however, that a couple of travelling-ba one of which is 
found to contain some clothes and the elder Kinck’s papers of 
identity, have been discovered at the diligence office at Soultz, 
where they had been left by two travellers, one an old and the other 
a young man, upwards of a month ago. This circumstance, coupled 
with the knowledge that py had early in September paid a 
visit to Guebwiller, where Kinck intended to settle, decided the 
authorities to have certain lakes and canals in the neighbourhood 
drained, in the belief that the body of Jean Kinck would there be 
found. The search, however, was barren of result, and it was the 
same with a further search made in the field at Pantin, where the 
other bodies had been discovered, and which has been ploughed up 
from one end to the other by order of the authorities. Tropmann, 
when confronted with the corpse of the eldest son, discovered, as 
was mentioned, last week, at once identified it as that of Gustave 
Kinck, exhibiting, however, less of that stolid indifference which 
he displayed when shown the remains of his other victims. The 
brother of Tropmann, a soldier in garrison at Cherbourg, is said to 
have gone out of his mind on hearing of the complicity of his 
relative with the crime, and is now an inmate of the military 
hospital of that town, and the papers have since announced that the 
sister of Mad&me Kinck has, during the last few days, become in- 
sane. During the week numerous persons have been arrested in 
Paris for selling photographs of the murdered victims in the streets 
and sentenced to fine and brief terms of imprisonment. In France 
it is legal to sell not only printed publications, but any engravin, 
or photograph unless the issue of the same has been duly authorise 
by the Minister of the Interior, who, in the interest of public 
decency, has thought proper to interpose his veto in the present 
instance. 

In my last letter I informed you of the great destruction by fire 
of shipping at Bordeaux. While the burning hulls of some half a 





dozen ships were still smouldering off the quays there, a fire was 
raging at the western extremity of Paris which attracted the atten- 
tion of the crowds that lined the boulevards an hour before midnight, 
and sent them hurrying off in the direction of the Arc de Triomphe, 
at the further end of the Champs Elysées. It proved to be the 
Hippodrome, the circus par excellence of Paris, which was found 
to be enveloped on all sides, and which by two o’clock in the 
morning was a perfect ruin, completely gutted by the flames, 





many of the walls having fallen in and injured numerous persons. 
The fire, which is believed to have had its origin at a neighbourin 
café, was discovered in time for the grooms to save the entire stud 


| of horses, with the exception of three; but some suits of ancient 
| armour, said to be of value, with most of the stage “ properties ’’ 


of the establishment, were destroyed. 

The papers announce that Prince Napoleon received, on Friday 
last, a deputation of English politicians who desired to congratulate 
him upon the tone of his recent speech in the Senate. As a matter 
of course, he expressed how much he felt complimented at their 
approval of his conduct; though, I dare say, at heart he, in 
common with most Frenchmen, thought their veeding a slightly 
impertinent one, Still, your restless English =n temporarily 
abroad must always mix himself up in the affairs of his neighbours, 

The Italian Government, finding the French Ministry in a yield- 
ing mood at ogee, have again brought forward the question of the 
withdrawal of the French troops from Rome, it is said. 

The other day the last of the Carlist bands remaining in Spain 
was driven across the French frontier, and the 300 men composing 
it were arrested and disarmed. 


SPAIN, 

The project of conferring the throne on the Duke of Genoa has 
been abandoned, as there appears no chance of the Cortes adopt- 
ing it. 

e The Cortes have commenced their sitting by authorising the 
Ministry to declare martial law at their pleasure and sanctioning 
all the proposals of the Government. No division on the question 
was taken. as the Republican party left the house before the vote 
was called for. 

It is impossible to reconcile the statements in the various tele- 
grams from Madrid. According to one batch the insurgents are 
gaining ground ; fresh risings are occurring ; the so-called defeats 
of scattered bands are simply strategical movements ordered by the 
unseen leaders of the rebellion ; the situation is bad, though 
not desperate if the army continues faithful. On the other side we 
have despatches of the true official tint: the insurgents are flying, 
communications with the capital are and the army is 
‘animated by an excellent spirit. The most recent news seems 
to be more favourable to the existing Government.’’ The Repub- 
lican bands in Murcia are said to have been defeated and dispersed, 
and the town of Reuss, which had “ pronounced” in the same 
sense, had submitted to the authorities. 

Madrid remains quiet, and the volunteers have offered their 
services to the Government.

ITALY. 

The Empress of the French having reached Venice on her way 
to the East, the Piazza San Marco has been illuminated in her 
honour. A serenade was given on Sunday night to the Empress 
on the Grand Canal, which was magnificently illuminated, and 
crowded with richly-decorated gondolas. The King paid a visit to 
the Empress on board the Imperial yacht. 

The King has signed a decree reorganising the tax-collecting 
department of the financial administration. 

The Government has notified to the Bishops who wish to attend 
the (Ecumenical Council of Rome that it will not oppose their 
attendance at the Council, but, at the same time, absolutely reserves 
to itself ulterior liberty of action under any circumstances necessary 
to maintain the laws of the kingdom and the rights of the State. 

The work undertaken by Chambers of Commerce is being 
carried on with great earnestness. The Minister of Agriculture, 
Industry, and Commerce has opened the second congress of the 
chambers. These associated bodies have assumed the character 
of a permanent institution. 

An international medical congress has been opened at Florence, 
under the presidency of Signor Bargoni, Minister of Public 
Instruction. : 

A fire broke out on the night of the 30th ult. in the village of 
Douey, in Savoy, and in a short time 230 houses, belonging to 
eighty families, were burnt to the ground, 

The Catania journals state that the eruption of Etna, which at 
first presented such imposing proportions, is gradually subsiding. 

On Sunday evening and throughout the night strong shocks of 
earthquake were felt at Naples, Siena, Poggibonsi, Colle @’ Elsa, 
and San Gemignano. Several chimneys were thrown down in 
these places, and at Siena and San Gemignano some houses were 
damaged. 

On the 20th ult. Prince Amadeus, second son of the King, 
arrived at Alexandria with the ironclads Roma, Castelfidard 
Messina, and Varese, the wooden frigate Principe Umberto, an 
the despatch-boat Vedetta, all belonging to the Italian navy. 
Prince Amadeus was on landing received by the hereditary Prince 
Mohammed Tanfick, and proceeded next day to Cairo to pay his 
respects to the Khedive.

GERMANY. 

The Prussian Chambers were opened, on Wedaresday, by the 
King in person. _The Royal speech contains several imgortant 
announcements. The most important is that reforms are to be 
introduced in the legislation on landed property; and it is also 
announced that the concentration of onal Note of land in those 
arts of the country where this measure only revently been 
introduced is making visible progress. The King, however, is 
obliged to state that the efforts of the Government to decrease the 
burdens of Prussia have not been followed by the desired success, 

According to the official report, 790 academical teachers were 
last summer engaged in lecturing at the nine Prussian Universities 
and the Catholic Theological and Philosophical Academy at 
Miinster. Of these 77 were Protestant and 26 Catholic theologians, 
95 were professors of law, and 190 of medicine, while 393 belonged 
to the philosophical faculty. The number of students who had 
passed their matriculation examination was 7406, of whom 1030 
were not Prussians by birth ; besides these, 1450 persons were per- 
mitted to attend the courses, 1245 of whom were resident at Berlin. 

A fourth German Protestant congress was opened at Berlin, on 
Wednesday, y a sermon from the Chief Court Chaplain, Herr 
Schwarz, of Gotha. Professors Bluntschli, of Heidelberg, and 
Holtzendorf, of Berlin, were elected presidents. 

The convention between Prussia and Russia, with respect to the 
mutual surrender of criminals, which was concluded in 1857 for 
twelve years, has not been renewed, and will cease to be in force on 
Oct, 2 next. 

Both Houses of the Saxon Diet were opened, on Thursday week, 
| 4g John in person. His Majesty, in his Speech from the 
Throne, after alluding to matters of internal interest, said :— 
“Saxony enjoys a respected position, both within the North 
German Confederation and in her relations to foreign Powers. I 
have always emphatically endeavoured to further the development 
of the North German Confederacy on the basis of the Federal Con- 
stitution. But at the same time I shall continue, as heretofore, to 
use my influence towards yoeeving the bounds which the Consti- 
tution sets between the rights of the Bund and those of the 
separate States; and I confidently hope that this attitude on my 
part will not be without fruit, inasmuch as I know that, in this 
——— I am acting in complete unison with my Federal ailies.’’ 

e small town of Frauenstein, in Saxony, was almost totally 
destroyed by fire on Saturday night. 

The First Chamber of the Baden Diet has agreed to an address 
in answer to the Speech from the Throne, in which they express the 
opinion that “the union of the South German States with the 

orth German Confederation is a fundamental condition for the 
security of those States, for the prosperity of the whole German 
nation, and for the peaceful development of Europe.’’ They 
express satisfaction at the reorganisation of the Baden army upon 
the Prussian model, and are not unfavourable to a German Customs 
Union ; but they appear to doubt whether one Customs Parliament 
can legislate so as to secure the interests of both North and South. 
The Lower House, after an excited debate, has adopted, with only 
six dissentients, an address proposed by the National-Liberals, 
rejecting a counter-draught moved by the Ultramontanes, which 
recommended the formation of a South German Bund, the dis- 
solution of the Chambers, and the dismissal of the Ministry. 

The accounts of the harvest in Germany, according to 
North German Correspondent, are very uneq varying in different 
districts from good to far below the av 
the grain harvest of middle Germany was 
of the southern States was far better. From Austria the yield 
corn is considerably smaller than in the last two ;. the same 
is true of Roumania. The Russian harvest is stated to have been 
good, and the “ae have nowhere failed so ——s as in some 
places last year. e fodder is ev here poor, with the exception 
of a few mountainous districts. has been very little clover, 
and both the hay and surrogete have been much injured by the un- 
favourable weather. On the other hand, there has been a good 
deal of straw. Both potatoes and beet have suffered from the heat 
and drought of July and the rain of August. The disease has also 
appeared with more or less virulence in some parts. The hopes 
entertained for the potato harvest are not, therefore, high, but it 
is said that the beet is improving. The hops are said to be in a very 
poor — partly on account of the weather and partly from 
the insects and the disease which have appeared in meres 
scarcely a quarter of the usual yield is expected. But li thas 
been gathered, and even what was sem hee This is par- 
ticularly the case with apples and plums. Nor will 1869 be numbered 
«mong the se! vintages, as the quantity of grapes is small, and 
their qudlity inferior. 

AUSTRO-HUNGARY. 

The Crown Prince of Prussia arrived at Vienna on Wedacesday, 
shortly after nine p.m., and was received by the Emperor and the 
highest civil and military authorities. Upon the Prince leaving the 
train the Emperor advanced, and a most cordial greeting took 
place. The Emperor wore the uniform of the Colonel of a Prassiaa 
regiment, while the Crown Prince of Prussia was dressed as an 
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officer holding a similar rank in the Austrian army. The military 
bands struck up the Prussian national anthem. The Prince,

DENMARK. 

In opening the Rigsdag, on Monday, the King referred to the 
unsatisfactory position of the Danes in Schleswig, and expressed a 
confident conviction that, although the Prussian Government is not 
at present to resume negotiations upon the subject, justice 
and the well-understood interests of the two countries will ce 
a solution of the difficulty which shall restore relations of durable 
friendship between Denmark and the North German Confederation. 
These remarks were loudly cheered by the Assembly. 


AMERICA. 

The public debt of the United States is 2,468,500,000 dols. This 
shows a decrease during the last month of 7,500,000dols., and a 
decrease since March 1 of 57,500,000dols. The total of bonds 
bought by the Treasury and their accrued interest amounts to 
51,000,000 dols. 

An unprecedented fall of rain visited the Atlantic States on 
Sunday and Monday, and the floods which it occasioned did much 
damage to the railways. 

A steam-boiler exploded yesterday week at an agricultural fair 
near py ee me in Indiana. Ninetecn persons were killed and 
nearly a h injured. 

A filibustering expedition to Cuba, consisting of the steamers 
Alabama, Teaser, and Lilian, with 1600 men on board, has 
escaped from American ports. 

steamer Hornet, which was detained at Halifax on suspicion 


of being a Cuban privateer, and which contrived to escape, has been 
seized at Smi North Carolina (into which port she had put 


for coal), by the United States authorities. 


‘ INDIA. 

A Bombay telegram, dated the 24th ult., states that it is believed 
that “the rebellious son of the Emir of Bokhara will visit India 
after leaving Cabool.’’ 

The Government of India has a/ldressed a representation to the 
Secretary of State, urging that native skilled labour should, as far 
as possible, be substituted for that of Europeans, it being the con- 
viction of the authorities that there is no handicraft, however intri- 
cate and difficult, which the natives of India are not capable of 
learning. Itis especially recommended that no man with a large 
family shall be —— in England for minor civil employment. 

By the overland mail we have dates from Bombay to Sept. 7, 
and Calcutta to Sept. 3. The following are the most important

Government can settle a matter, the period is fixed. 

But it is impossible to predict the course of the events 
which may mark the intervening time. If we may rely upon 
their loud and reiterated declarations, M. de Kératry and a 
few of his friends have resolved to signalise Oct. 26 by action 
of some kind. Their own proclaimed programme at present 
only includes a march to the Legislative Chamber, and a 
formal commencement of business. We say formal, though, 
as certain officials are necessary to the creation of “ a House,”’ 
and these will, of course, be absent, it is difficult to know what 
the Kératryonic Council will do, unless it proceed to nominate 
a President of its own. The whole affair may be of the most 
ludicrous kind ; and if these gentlemen once succeed in being 
laughed at, and M. Cham takes the field, all is over with them. 
An Englishman was described by Lord Brougham as caring 
no more for an epigram than he does for a cannon-ball. A 
Frenchman is not afraid of a cannon-ball, but he is horribly 
afraid of an epigram. The worst of it is that the Court wits 
are so dull that the situation will not serve them—the scoffers 
with brains are in opposition. But the affair itself has the 
elements of the ludicrous, and we heartily desire that they 
may not be eliminated.

The hope of the revo- 
lutionists is that the scanty procession will soon be swollen 
by thousands of the disaffected, and that when it arrives 
at the Chamber a tremendous demonstration will take 
place. Possibly they look to the galleries being crowded with 
an excited rabble, and to the delivery of furious speeches amid 
the fiercer shouts of Republicanism. This of course would be 
in itself a disaster not to be contemplated without a certain 
terror. Will the Imperial Government permit the smallest 
part of this programme to be carried out? If it does, there 
is no answering for the result amid a population like that of 
Paris. We say, with deep regret—but it must be said—that 
large numbers of those who would prefer to accept the date 
offered by the Goverment, and who will for various reasons 
abstain from joining in what appears the idiotic proceedings 
of M. de Kératry, may not be trustworthy upholders of order 
should the efforts to break it be likely to succeed. The mani- 
fest course for every really liberal Frenchman is at once to 
denounce the propositions of the handful of demagogues, and 
to demand indignantly of France what is the value of a month 
compared to the disruption of society and the defiance of 
authority. Were such a crisis possible in England, meetings 
would have been held at the houses of the chiefs of party, and 
the strongest declarations would have been made in the 
interest of order. That precise course is not possible in 

France, but it is quite possible for the patriots to speak out. 
A heavy responsibility rests with those who keep silence when 
outspokenness is a duty. 

As regards Spain, the case is entirely different, yet equally 
unfortunate. The prospects of the Republican party have 
enormously improved; and this might not be a subject of 
unmitigated regret (for, though we believe Spain to be 
monarchical at heart, there may be no reason why she should 
not try a republican experiment), but that in association with 
those who are op to monarchy are those who are 
opposed to society. In Spain the Red Spectre may be seen 
in all his terrors—he is restrained within certain districts as 


| yet, but there the savage revolutionist is doing his work under 


the name of liberty. And Spain, physical, is so constructed 


| that any actual union of the population, so that a mass of 
| public opinion might be brought in aid of authority, is almost 


impossible. Spain is not a nation, but an aggregation of

that now goes up. Some meetings declare that Irishmen 
will listen to no project for legislation until the martyrs of 
freedom shall be set free. We may be told, and it is true, 
that it is but a portion of the population that attends these 
meetings, and that the worst portion, the mass being a bigoted 
peasantry and the scum of large cities, and the leaders being 
tradesmen of a contemptible order, with a sprinkling of foolish 
and headstrong men of a certain education, who are for 
notoriety at any price. All this may be; but there are the 
meetings, and they are numerically important. Mr. Gladstone 
has plainly said that only on the admission that the acts of 
the Fenians were unjustifiable, and that mercy is begged for 
them, can the petition for release be listened to; but he is 
met by a defiant shout and a wild menace. So we wait with 
more than interest to see the course of three Governments, 
and meantime must find what consolation we can in the pacific 
assurances of Lord Clare ndon.

The system gonerally 
prevails in the district not more than 700 ft. above the level of the 
sea, and the same half-bred ewe ‘‘shots” are made quite as good as 
the “tops "’ of the Cheviot wetherlambs. The farmers who follow 
it re ly buy from the hill-farmers two fifths of their Cheviot 
ewe bs each year, in order to keep up their stock. Those who 
breed halfbreds give the ewes six to ei fht weeks of turnips in the 
winter, or they could never nurse their much-heavier lambs. There 
have been from 70,000 to 80,000 half-bred lambs on sale at Melrose 
Fair, with ewes and wethers always separate ; whereas five-and 
twenty years since fully half of them were Cheviots. 

Kilham Hill is too for Cheviots, and hence Mr. Borthwick 
farms it with 1000 half-bred ewes. Halfbreds to halfbreds has 
been his system from the first. The germ of his ewe flock is to 
be found in a careful cross between the Cheviot and the Border 
Leicester, which is kept up annually with gimmers from its own 
ranks. To use his own expression, “the ewe never changes; ’’ and 
on the next hill the ewe flock of his brother, Mr. Charles Borthwick, 
has gone on ever since 1811. In order to keep the blood as pure as 
possible he has a se te flock of forty picked cast Cheviot ewes 
to cross with Border Leicesters for the purpose of breeding the 
half-bred rams. About five score of “the tops”’ are forced on 
Indian corn, tares, and oats—just to show what they can do—up to 
23 1b. a quarter, and are bought at the auction by butchers, while 
farmers and salesmen take the rest to have another “dip” on 
turnips. In the September of 1866 a score of the best dinmonts 
made £3 7s. ; as many gimmers, £2 8s.; and cast half-bred ewes,

But the most curious pictures 
are within the city, in the quaint 
old-fashioned ‘Rows’ of its 
principal streets; which are 
scarcely to be imagined by those 
who have not seen them in 
reality, or in some artistic de- 
lineation. They are formed by 
laying the side pavement upon 
the top of the lowest apartments 
or basement-rooms of the houses, 
ata height of 6ft. or 10ft. above 
the roadway; so that the mage 
on the first floor are recessed ; 
the second floor and upper part 
of each house being again 
brought forward, and supported 
on pillars of masonry; affording 
a complete shelter to the foot 
passengers in the gallery below, 
as in the Covent-garden Piazza, 
or in the old Quadrant of Regent- 
street, London.

SIR EDWARD SABINE, 
BART., P.R.S. 

The Queen has been pleased to 
express her esteem for the pur- 
suits of science by conferring the 
rank and title of Baronet on 
Major-General Sabine, President 
of the Royal Society. This dis- 
tinguished physical philosopher 
is rather more than eighty years 
of age. He entered the military 
service as an officer of the Royal 
Artillery, about the beginning of 
the century, and was engaged in 
the war against Napoleon and in 
the American War of 1814, when 
he commanded the batteries at 
the siege of Fort Erie, on the 
Niagara frontier. A few years 
later he was engaged in the 
exploring expedition of Captain 
Ross and Captain Parry to 
the Arctic regions; and his 
magnetic observations during 
that voyage led the way before 
any other example to the 
systematic study of terrestrial 
magnetism. He contributed to 
the Transactions of the Philo- 
sophical Society, about that time, 
many remarks not previously 
obtained respecting the variations 
of the magnetic needle. In 1821 
Captain Sabine began a series of 
voyages for the express pu 

of observing the facts of physical 
science in different regions of 
the globe, from the Equator 
to the Arctic Circle, the results 
of which he published in 1825, 
From 1827 to 1830 he filled the 
office of secretary to the Royal 
Society, till he was ordered to 
Ireland on military service. He 
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profesional duties to employ his Tarbert jaca 
Wisnodeltedeabdineensamate limbed and long-win The 
forces, which were laid before 


and the two following years, 
pared the way for the estab- 
fishment of magnetic observa- 
tories; and those set up in the 
colonies were for a long time 
conducted under his direction 
and superintendence. He at- 
tained the Army rank of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel in 1841, Colonel 
in 1851, and Major-General in 
1859, It is understood that he 
long since declined the offer of a 
knighthood. General Sabine has 
been ever since its commence- 
ment an active member of the 
British Association’ for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, to which 
he acted as general secretary for 
eight years, and for twenty y 
as one of the secretaries, besides 
holding the office of president in 
1853. He has also been for 
many a Fellow of the 
Royal Society. In 1850 he was 
elected treasurer and vice-presi- 
dent of that institution, and in 
1861 he succeeded the late Sir 
Benjamin Brodie as president. 
He is the author of a great 
number of scientific memoirs 
and treatises, and the editor of 
a translation of Humboldt’s 
**Cosmos, or Description of the 
Physical Universe,’’ which trans- 
lation was made by Mrs. Sabine.

Madras fox-hounds, which are 
necessarily sent away from the 
plains during the hot season, 
from March till October, have 
been this year engaged for that 
time by the Ootacamundians, 
and have been meeting twice a 
week. They have given good 
sport and acquited themselves 
pd creditably, in spite of the 
difficulties involved in the fact 
that to view eight or ten jackals 
in an hour is by no means an 
uncommon occurrence. A fair 
number of victims have, never- 
theless, been pulled down in full 
career or ignominiously dragged 
from — and “ —, 
though not possessing, ps, 
the pluck of an English fox, 
will often give a smart run of 
twenty to forty minutes, very 
different from his namesake on 
the plains.

The hall is 
90 ft. long, 45ft. wide, and 60 ft. high, with a roof of one wide 
span, and clerestory windows lighting and ventilating the market 
velow. The tower is 160 ft. in height. The architect of the build- 
ing was Mr. Robert Griffiths, of Stafford ; and Mr. Alfred Barlow, 
ef Stoke-on-Trent, was the contractor. 





WILD FOWL IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

The sketches of Mr. Thomas Baines, F.R.G.S., who 1 several 
years in travelling about the Trans-Vaal country and the region of 
the Zambesi river, ae oe one occasion the journey quite 
across the African continent, from Walvisch Bay, on the west coast, 
by Lake Ngami, to the Victoria Falls, have been made familiar to 
the readers of this Journal. The one engraved for this week repre- 
sents a scene which Mr. Baines saw in November, 1864—a multitude 
of flamingoes, pelicans, and duikers on the sand-spit dividing 
Sandwich Harbour from the sea. It should be observed that many 
of the harbours on the shores of south-west Africa are formed by 
the prevalent south-east wind drifting from any projecting point a 
constant cloud of sand, and depositing it so as to form a 
shoal, between which and the shore is a sheltered bay, where 
vessels of moderate burden may lie in perfect quiet while 
the surf breaks furiously outside this apparently frail barrier. 
Walvisch (or Whalefish) Bay and Sandwich Harbour are of this 
class, and the lagoons and shallows of each are frequented by 
auikers, or cormorants, pelicans, and flamingoes. The duikers are 
so numerous that a flock of these birds wheeling in mazy evolutions 
over the bay or settling on the beach darkens a space of ground half 
a mile or more in extent. The flamingves, wading to a uniform 
depth, form regular lines along the curve of the beach, like 
regiments of soldiers; or, when disturbed, rise in the air like a 
flickering roseate cloud, dazzling with intense brilliancy under the 
nnclonded sun. Some of the smaller ies of flamingoes which 
are found more inland are entirely of a deep and beautiful crimson. 
The kind usually found along the shore has crimson wings, white 
neck with a delicate flush of pink, and pink or light crimson beak 
and legs. The bird shown in the foreground of our Engraving has 
not yet attained its perfect plumage. Its wings are marked with 
brown, just beginning to give place to the crimson; its beak is 
pale blue, and its legs are slate colour. A thorn-backed shark, some 
parte of the skeleton of a whale, and a few shells are seen lying on 
the beach, 


THE SWISS NATIONAL FESTIVAL AT GENEVA. 
‘The festivities in the city of Geneva, on the 20th and 2l1st of last 
month, to celebrate the anniversary of the political union, in 1814, 
of the canton of Geneva with the Swiss Republican Federation, 
were mentioned in our last Number, which contained an Illustration 
of the fine group of sculpture erected as a monument of that 
historic event. he ceremony of unveiling this monument, and the 
speeches of General Dufour; M. Cheneviére, President of the 
Geneva Council of State; and M. Ruffi, a member of the Swiss 
Federal Council, were succeeded by open-air banquets in several 
different parts of the city ; one in the Bourg-du-Four, at the north 
end of the Promenade St. Antoine; another in La Treille, 
another in the Plainpalais, and two or three others elsewhere, 
besides those given to select companies by the Cercle National 
and the Société Littéraire. There was a grand ball in the 
evening at the Electoral Buildings. On the second day, in spite 
of rainy weather, there was a public distribution of prizes, in 
the Stand of the Coulouvreniére, to the successful competitors at 
the rifle-match of the previous Sunday; and this was followed by 
another banquet, given by the Council of State of the canton of 
Geneva to the most di ished citizens of the Confederation, 
including General Dufour, and Dr. Kern, the Swiss Minister Pleni- 
potentiary at Paris. Our Illustrations still refer to the proceedings 
of the first day, representing the assembling of the cantonal dele- 
gates at the triumphal arch in the Rue du Mont Blanc; and, in the 
«cond place, one of the most effective points in the general illumi- 
nation of the city at night. Everything was well arran and 
everything passed off with as much order as gaiety and liveliness, to 
the gratification of the whole people. 








PAUPERISM IN ENGLAND, ° 
The twenty-first annual report of the Poor-Law Board, which has 
been issued, contains some interesting particulars of the amount of 
pauperism at present existing in this country. 

in 1865-6 the expenditure for the relief of the poor reached 
£6,439,515, being at the rate of 6s. 1}d. per head on the popu- 
lation; in the following year the amount had risen to £6,959,841, 
or 6s. 6)d. per head; and in the poe 1867-8, £7,498,061 was 
é xpended, ing at the rate of 6s. 11}d. per head. The greatest 
increase was observable in the metropolis, where it multiplied 
13°4 per cent; the lowest was in Huntingdon, where the expen- 
diture only increased 0°4 per cent. In the year 1834, when the 
estimated population was 14,372,000, the total amount expended in 
the relief of the poor was £6,317,255, or 8s. 9}d. per head; in 1868, 
with the population at 21,540,000, the iture was, as before 
stated, £7,498,061, or 6s. 114d. owing @ decrease of no 
lees than Is, 10s. The expenditure for all purposes in the year 
ending Lady Day, 1868, shows an increase of 7°7 cent compared 
with the _——s year. The charge distribu’ over the rateable 
value of England and Wales amounted to Is. 6d. in the pound 
in 1867-8, against Is. 5,d. in the previous year. 

The mean number of paupers of all classes last year was 992,640, 
as compared with 931,546 in 1866-7, showing an increase of 6°6 
per cent. 

It is a significant circumstance which deserves attention, that in 
the year ending Lady Day, 1868, an increase of expenditure of greater 
2 < . amount has taken place in every county in England and 
Wales. 

The Poor-Law Board regrets to state that although since the 
period of the cotton distress in Lancashire the amount of the ex- 
penditure for poor relief in that county is materially reducod, it is 
tar from having returned to —, level. 

The number of persous v: ted di the year was 518,794, 
being an increase u the previous year of 22,079. The number of 
oo in which vaccination has been successful is §513,044—an increase 
of 22,444. 

The births during the year in the several unions and parishes 
were 771,905, being an increase of 5270. 
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THE COLOURED ILLUSTRATION. 


“THE TIDAL BOAT.” 


The geologists inform us that there was once a time when our 
country of Great Britain was united to the Continent of Europe by 
@ plain of boulder-drift, across which space of land, stalking 
north-westward in solemn procession, came those enormous 
quadrupeds, the great hairy mammoth, the cave bear, the 
rhinoceros, and the hippopotamus, followed by the earliest race 
of pre-historic men. And some of the engineers of our 
own day, poking and probing the stratum of chalk that forms 
the bed of the English Channel at its narrowest part, are quite 
willing to promise that we shall soon be carried under its water, 
some twenty fathoms deep, through a railway-tunnel, some twenty 
miles long, by which the insular position of this kingdom will, 
indeed, be most practically belied. Well, we shall see what we 
shall see in the future; and what we did not see, at a remote period 
of the past, we are reasonably content to believe. The pre-historic 
man, and the man of our posterity, must be left to settle their own 
affairs; but, unless the estimated cost of the submarine tunnel, from 
ten to twenty millions sterling, be presently subscribed, there is not 
much chance in our lifetime, and in that of our readers, of our pass- 
ing between England and France by any other than a floating 
vehicle. The picture of contemporary travel, however, drawn by Mr. 
Alfred Hunt, which we have printed in colours for the gratification of 
all buyers or borrowers of Tue ILtvstratep Lonpon News in this 
week of October, represents the actual scene daily witnessed at the 
port of Boulogne in the year 1869; and we doubt not that its 
graphic expression of an amusing variety of manners, humours, 
and adventures, commonly incidental to the landing of the steam- 
boat passengers, will be recognised and admired by a hundred 
thousand people who have often seen the reality. It is so easy and 
so cheap an enterprise, by either of the three or four routes now 
available, to run over from London to Paris, that only the want of 
curiosity or of inclination to look at the clever ways and smart 
fashions cf our nearest European neighbours can have withheld 
any of our fellow-countrymen from this little journey. Besides 
leading, as directly as Calais, to that superbly modernised city 
which every Frenchman deems the metropolis of the civilised world, 
Boulogne is now a favourite place of seaside resort for bathing and 
lounging in that season of sanitary indolence which is granted to 
busy Londoners, if they can afford to enjoy it, in some of the slack 
and empty weeks between the last of July and the first of 
November, when customers and clients are not expected tocall. It 
adds so much dignity to the holiday when they can say, upon their 
return home, ‘‘We were on the Continent,’’ or, “‘We spent the 
vacation in France;’’ and it is well known that the most 
pleasant circumstance of any pleasure-party is the oppor- 
tunity of speaking about it, a little while afterwards, to 
those who have not shared in the excursion. With one and 
another attraction, the quays and the town of Boulogne are fre- 
quented by large numbers of English folk, including not a few 
resident families or solitary gentlemen, who may find their private 
convenience in an abode just outside the door of their own country. 
Or they may wish to let their children pick up a few words of 
French on the shore; as a boastful Emperor—not the Emperor 
Napoleon, though here was his army of 1804 collected for a 
conquest on the opposite side—is said to have picked up shells, in 
token of a successful expedition to foreign parts. But there is not 
much for the elders to do, after the first week or so, at any such 
marine watering-place, when the ins and outs ofevery street and 
wharf, every quaint alley and secluded courtyard, have been closely 
explored. One hour in the day may be devoted to the bathing- 
machine, another hour to the boat; there is an hour to stroll upon 
the cliff, and an hour for pacing the sands; there is an hour for 
the déjetiner, and an hour for the diner; after which the tedious- 
ness of a lazy life may find its momentary solace in coffee, 
wines, ices, or cigars. The arrival of the boat from Folkstone, 
with the certainty of seeing many new faces among its passengers, 
and the possibility of greeting some old acquaintance, is an insti- 
tution that contributes greatly to reconcile the British exiles to 
their self-imposed fate of banishment on the wrong side of the 
Channel. 

The mild excitement of this daily advent is much enhanced by 
the continual variation of the time of day at which it may be 
be expected to occur. The port of Boulogne, though five or six 
miles farther than Calais from the nearest point of the Kentish 
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which starts in fifteen minutes. The sturdy and nimb!» porter, 
in their blouses of light blue, are busy with the mass of biggage at 
the forward end of the boat, where all goes on briskly aud safely, 
with no interruption or hindrance. 
The passengers themselves, men, women, and children, of 
a a are crowding amidships to the foot of the gangway ; and 
the diversity of their appearance and behaviour, as well as that 
of the people who throng the pavement above, is an interesting 
— of study. Here is an invalid old gentleman, who may be a 
English Milord, for the amount of attention paid him, clad iu 
his velvet travelling-cap and comfortable scarf, followed by his 
own man-servant, who carries railway-rugs and hatboxes and other 
implements for the accommodation of master. Next comes 2 
family party, with whom we are much more disposed to sympa- 
thise—a gentleman with three young ladies; the eldest, a girl of 
fifteen, loaded with » et, and bundle of umbrellas or 
parasols, climbing the steep ascent in front of her father; himself, 
with wrappers and courier’s pouch thrown over his shoulders, 
bearing in his arms a child of five years, who holds her darling doll 
and her papa’s hatbox in her little lap; and behind him comes, not 
the mother of these young persons, but a third little girl, with fair 
hair and magenta frock like her elder sister’s, hngging what seems 
to be an elongated species of bandbox. We hope they will get to 
the top of the gangway without a trip or a stumble: for there is 
but one hand amon em all which is free to catch hold of the 
rail. Below them is another family party, deserving an equal 
degree of our consideration; for there is a baby in the case; and 
the respectable middle-aged man with the plaid shawl, having a 
regular old-fashioned round blue bandbox suspended on his right 
arm, while he lends a hand to assist that muffled female, proba y 
his wife, in taking her first step on the ladder, is 5 ing an 
gesticulating to the nursemaid, as we may presume, inviting her to 
consign the babe to his manly care, which she a reluctant to 
do. e whiskered tleman and the young lady with earrings 
and eyeglass, who oon after these good people, have no such in- 
cumbrance as yet; nor have the other young couple in the corner, 
where a lover or new-made husband finds it his pleasing duty to 
adjust a damsel’s shawl. None of the passengers look much the 
worse for sea-sickness. The groups we have noticed are 
unmistakably English and tolerably good-looking. The same 
might be said of one or two more in the rear; but there 
are French paysannes and French Sceurs de Charité among 
them. There are some queer in the fore also, cha- 
racteristic types of French vincial society, which may be recog- 
nised ata glance. What is that spectacled greybeard, a jovial 
bourgeois of some village in Picardy, pointing out to his buxom 
wife, thirty years poe ny whose head and neck are snugly 
ensconced in a warm scarlet hood? ‘* V’la donc, m’amie, c'est le 
vieux Jacques Perraud qui nous attend la-haut, et qui fait signe de 
vouloir nous embrasser! Ah le dréle! mais tu vas lui donner des 
nouvelles de sa fille i Londres, et nous serons tous assez bien chez 
nous le soir; on aime toujours 4 revoir son pays et ses amis.”” We 
overhear this, and we look for Jacques Perraud upon the quay 
above, but he is out of sight, too far to the left. The calm serenity 
of the gendarme, as he contemplates, like a benevolent and leisurely 
despot, in the true laissez faire spirit, but with a consciousness of 
reserved power, the animated scene beneath his feet, is very well 
preserved. And we now discover, just behind this functio of 
civil order, an old lady and a a lady, with a geatleman in their 
company, who are standing there to wait for the Milord—perhaps 
only an alderman or an esquire—at the summit of the crowded 
gangwoy He will be well taken care of, for his life is valuable, no 
doubt, to himself and to those about him; but health is better than 
wealth. The aged dame further on, who is carried by two strong 
fellows in a chair, — still more effectually to our compassion. 
Youthful vigour and gaiety of s _ in the persons of several of 
the bachelor tourists, and some of the protty girls who are come to 
look on, are very pleasant elements of this motley spectacle ; but it

HABITUAL CRIMINALS, 

The same section, on another day, was occupied with the subject 
of professional criminals. Mr. Serjeant Cox urged that power 
should be given to magistrates to substitute flogging for — 
ment in the case of lads up to twenty years of age, and in all cases 
of brutal assault. He argued that the evidence of thieves should 
be admitted against the receivers of stolen goods. The learned 
gentleman further suggested that professional criminals found 
guilty of a offence should be indicted immediately after- 
ward; and, if the jury found satisfactory evidence that they were 
habitual criminals, sentence of penal service should be inflicted. 


EDUCATION AND CRIME. 

Mr. Saunders, Recorder of Bath, contributed a paper on “‘ The 
Influence of Education in Diminishing Crime,’’ in which he called 
attention to the impossibility of entirely suppressing crime by any 
system of social regulations. The necessity of education as a sure 

reventive against crime to any extent was strongly insisted upon 
y the learned Recorder. 
INFANTICIDE. 

In this section, also, the possibility of diminishing infanticide by 
legislative enactment was discussed. Dr. Lankester urged that 
some legislative measures should be devised to reduce the number of 
child murders, which was now excessively high. A paper by Mrs. 
Maine suggested, in preference, the institution of homes for women 
who had fallen. The section came to the follo resolution :— 
* That it be recommended to the Home Secretary to publish with 
the Coroner’s warrants in the judicial statistics the mumber of 
newly-born children found in the streets on which inquests have 
been held.”’ 

EDUCATION, 

The second, or Educational Department, was presided over by 
the Rev. Canon Kingsley, and dealt with the various questions 
relating to education, whether of the upper, middle, or lower classes 
of society. Its special topics for discussion were—1. Is an unsectarian 
echeme of education inconsistent with religious teaching? 2. How 
may the State best promote the education of the destitute and 
seameeted rtion of the population? 3. In what way can the 
Endowed Schools Bill be worked so as to bring the educational 
endowments within the reach of all ?

FREEMAN'S HISTORY OF THE CONQUEST.* 


Having been defeated last November, at the general election, in his 
attempt to get a seat for Mid Somerset in our national Witenage- 
mot, the learned and liberal author of this great work of national 
history bas leisure to complete his literary task. It will be finished, 
he has told in five volumes, of which the first two have been 
separately reviewed in this Journal. They afford us, certainly, the 
most authentic and consistent account yet produced of the ancient 
English or Saxon occupation of this country. Mr. Freeman has 
described, with satisfactory clearness, the origin, the character, the 
social and political condition of our Teutonic and Scandinavian 
forefathers; the growth of the kingdom of Wessex, or of the West 
Saxons, and its absorption of the other English rae the 
glorious reigns of /lfred, /Ethelstan, and Eadmu and the 
imperial dignity of the English Crown above the neighbouring 
principalities of Britain; the decline of their kingdom, and its 
temporary subjection to the Danish line of Sw of Cnut and 
his sons; the feeble rule of Eadward the Confessor, with the factions 
by which it was distracted, and the leading part —— by 
Earl Godwine and his house in the revival of the English 
national cause. We are told, lastly, of the situation of the Dachy 
of Normandy, with the personal character and te mg of Duke 
William, as a rival claimant to the Throne of England, in opposi- 
tion to Earl Harold, the nephew of Godwine, upon the death of 
King Eadward. The third volume of this history begins with the 
election of Harold, in the January of 1066, “‘as the last King of 
the old sacred and immemorial stock; the first and last King who 
reigned purely because he was the best and bravest among his 
people, and the first and last King who could boast that he his 
kingdom purely of God and his own sword.” his- 
torian, who speaks of King Harold in this enthusiastic style, never- 
theless bestows a large share of his admiration upon the genius of the 
Conqueror, whose abilities, both as a soldier and a governor, have 
seldom been excelled; while, as for his character, he was cruel only 
from policy, not from a vicious temper; and though his claim was 
unjust and his ambitious greed is by no means commendable, 
William was a very great man. But it is Harold, after all, who is 
the true hero of this story. Mr. Freeman has conceived an intense 
personal affection for the brave and unfortunate champion of the 
Old English nationality. His zeal to justify all the acts and circum- 
stances of Harold’s brief reign overflows the text of the history 
and fills a number of special dissertations on ‘“‘ Eadward’s 
Bequest of the Crown to Harold,’’ ‘The Election of Harold,’’ 
“The Coronation of Harold,” ‘‘The Marriage of Harold 
and Ealdgyth,’’ ‘“‘The Character of Harold's Government,”’ 
“*The Opposition of Northumberland to Harold,’ ‘The Breton 
Campaign of William and Harold,’’ ‘The uest of Fadward to 

iam and the Oath of Harold,’ ‘“‘The Embassies between 
William and Harold’’—in which every point bearing on the = 
dispute of succession isthoroughly discussed. Our own general con- 
clusion is, that Harold behaved unfaithfully to William, but faith- 
fully to England, in taking the crown, having previously made 
some promise to William, in the making of which he had behaved 
unfaithiully to En He was inly no r, but the 
legitimate chosen king, and he diseharged a great public trust in 
his defence of the country against a foreign invader. 

The es which fill the greater part of this 
volume display ’s wonderful energy and activity as a com- 
mander, even more signally than the martial skill of the Norman. 
We cee Harold making the most gigantic efforts, in the months of 
September and October, 1066, to repel a twofold invasion—of the 
Norwegians, under his namesake, King Harold Hardrada, accom- 
panied by the traitor Tostig, brother to our English Harold; and 
of the Normans, with French, Flemish, and Breton auxiliaries, led 
by Duke William ; the former landing in the north of England, 
and taking the city of York; the latter, within a few days of the same 
time, landing in Pevensey Bay, on the coast of Sussex. Who 
was sufficient for these things’ Had ever a princely warrior 
such a task as this to perform’ It is marvellous to see how 
nearly he sueceeded in saving his kingdom from both its 
terrible foes, the two greatest warlike Powers of Northern 
Europe, directed by the two most renowned leaders of their 
time. He sm the Norwegian Vikings on Sept, 25, at 
Stamford Bridge, near York, coming upon them with one sudden, 
unexpected blow, after a hurried march from London. He then 
hastened back to the south, mustered a new army in less than a 
week, and gave battle to the Norman chi at Senlac, near 
Hastings, on Oct. 14, when he might ly have defeated 
William but for the accidental loss of his own life. It was, indeed, 
a marvellous performance, It is much to be regretted that we have 
no better materials for its history than the declamation

A very useful horizontal steam-hammer has been contrived by

But Mr. Clay proposes to form the flange by cupping or recessing 
the end of the shaft, and with the aid of his horizontal hammer 
this is easily done. The anvil-block, which is connected with the 
cylinder of the hammer by four horizontal bolts or pillars of square 
section, contains a die for forming the outside of the collar or 
flange, and the hammer face is formed with a central nipple, which 
indents the centre of the shaft and spreads out the iron in a conical 
direction into the die formed for its reception, The weight of the 
hammer-head is carried by rollers or paler which are formed 
with V-shaped grooves that fit. the angles of the square bolts con- 
necting the cylinder with the anvil-block..

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MR. BISHOP’S 
OBSERVATORY. 


The exact site of this observatory 
is long. Odeg. Imin. 13*lsec. W., 
lat. 51 deg. 27 min. 4.sec. N. It 
owes its origin to the liberal en- 
couragement of science afforded 
by the late George Bishop, Esq., 
F.R.S., President of the Royal 
Astronomical Society in 1856-7; 
and it is now maintained by his 
eldest son, at his residence, 
Meadow-bank, Twickenham. In 
the year 1836 the late Mr. Bisho 
erected, in the grounds of Sout 
Villa, Regent’s Park, a building 
destined to contain as perfect an 
equatorial instrument as vould be 
procured in this country at the 
time, the construction of which 
was undertaken by Mr. Dollond ; 
and am altitude and azimuth 
instrument, to be used as a 
transit circle: this is one of the 
late Mr. Troughton’s first-class 
specimens of work. The observa- 
tory was at first superintended by 
the Rev. W. R. wes, one of 
the most experienced observers 
of delicate objects in his day; 
and a valuable catalogue of mea- 
sures of double stars was formed 
by that gentleman. It was given 
to the astronomical world in a 
special volume, which Mr. Bishop 
printed and widely circulated. 
The Rev. W. R. Dawes was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. J. R. Hind, in 
October, 1844; and the formation 
of a series of charts of telescopic 
stars situated near the ecliptic 
was almost immediately com- 
menced, with a view to the dis- 
covery of new planets. In the 
course of the work eleven planets : 
were detected—ten by Mr. Hind and one by Mr. Marth, assistant 
astronomer. 

The situation of the observatory in the Regent’s Park was some- 
what unfavourable to the completion of the star-charts for those 
parts of the ecliptic lying at great south declination, in consequence 
of frequent interruption from the lights und smoke of London; and 
shortly after the decease of Mr. Bishop his eldest son determined 
upon the removal of the instruments to his residence at Twickenham, 
in one part of the grounds attached to which a site ing a 
very open view of the southern heavens was available. The new 
building was erected upon a larger scale, for the purpose of its con- 
taining Mr. Bishop's extensive astronomical library, and affording 
sleeping accommodation for the assistant observer. The position of 
the new observatory was determined not only astronomically but 
geodetically, by the assistance of Sir Henry James, Director- 
General of the Ordnance Survey. 

Our Engraving gives a view of the building from the north- 
west, the transit-room being to the left and the library and com- 
puting-room to the right. The equatorial is mounted in the 
centre of the building, the floor being elevated 4} ft. above that of 
the transit-room. Our second Engraving represents the interior 
of the observatory, with this instrument, showing the circles of 
right ascension and declination. Its aperture is 7in., and focal 
length 10} ft. The circles are 3 ft. in diameter. Micrometers of 
various kinds are provided, and for the convenience of the observer 
in awkward positions of the telescope an observing-chair is 
attached, which is of elaborate finish, and gained for the makers

THE TOTAL ECLIPSE OF THE SUN. 


It has been mentioned that a total ecli of the sun was visible on 
Aug. 7 in some parts of Siberia and North America. The line of 
totality crossed the North Pacific, south of Behring Strait, and 
thence followed a curved course across the American continent to 
the Atlantic, where the eclipse terminated with sunset off the coast 
of North Carolina. Two parties of American astronomers took up 
itions on the Pacific coast, others ascended the Missouri, above 
ioux city, but the most thoroughly-organised expeditions were 
stationed at different points along the line through Iowa, Illinois, 
and Kentucky. The large 7}-inch equatorial of the Washington 
Naval Observatory, fitted up for photography, wis moun at 
Des Moines, where 120 pictures were taken by Dr. Curtiss during 
the partial obscuration, and two during totality.

THE 
PRUDHOE MEMORIAL 
CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The death of the late Duke of 
Northumberland, about two years 
ago, was the occasion of many 
public demonstrations of the 
esteem felt by all his neighbours 
for so generous a friend of 
humanity. One form in which 
this sentiment then found a 
suitable expression was the pro- 
ject of the Prudhoe Memorial 
Convalescent Home, named after 
the title of Lord Prudhoe, by 
which the late Duke was long 
known. He had been a liberal patron of the Newcastle Infirmary ; 
and his tender compassion for the sick and injured was shown not 
only in a subscriptions, but in gifts of pure old wines, and 
other costly things for the relief and comfort of patients, which 
could never else have been supplied. In connection with the 
Infirmary is the Convalescent Institution for the town of Newcastle 
and the counties of Northumberland and Durham. This institu- 
tion had a building near Marsden, in which patients were received, 
in certain cases, to recover their health and strength after being 
discharged from the infirmaries or hospitals, It was re- 
solved to extend the operations of the society, and to erect a 
new building. The public responded so liberally to the appeal on 
behalf of the Prudhoe Memorial Convalescent Home, that the 
committee proceeded to the selection of a site. They succeeded in 
securing about 6} acres of land on Whitley Links, at a spot between 
Mr. Nellis’s farm and Whitley Lodge, combining facilities for sea 
bathing with freedom of access from Newcastle and with a cheerful 
and varied prospect. It overlooks a broad expanse of the German 
Ocean in front, while to the north the romantic — known as St. 
Mary’s Island, the villages of Hartley and Seaton Delaval, and the 
long reach of — dunes stretching ond the latter, close in the 
view. To the south the high ground at Whitley Point almost closes 
in the building from the prospect of Cullercoats and Tynemouth.

THE SCILLY ISLANDS TELEGRAPH. 


A submarine telegraph cable from the Land’s End of Cornwall to 
St. Mary's, the chief of the Scilly Isles, was successfully laid, on 
Saturday, the 25th ult., and completed the next day. It is de- 
signed to make the Scilly Isles a convenient port of call for ships 
on at the entrance to the English Channel, where their masters 
can telegraph to their owners and get orders to proceed to any 
British or Irish port without loss of time. Disabled or weatherbound 
vessels, also, ing a port of refuge at St. Mary’s, can at once, b

The cable, twenty-elght miles in length, not including the shore 
ends, is of the light kind, upon Rowatt’s patent, with a core of 
three copper wires, insulated by indiarubber, and enveloped-in six 
strands of Manilla hemp, which are strengthened by galvanised iron 
wires. It has been manufactured and laid by Me Fenwick, of 
Gateshead. The shore ends, a mile and a half in length, are 
further protected by six strands of galvanised iron wires, seven 
wires in each strand, against the chafing of the rocks, The cable 
has been carefully tested by Mr. Owen Rowland, electrician 
to the telegraph commission of the Board of Trade. A place 
called Zawn Reeth (the red cavern), a small cave in Millbay or 
Nanjizel, a mile and a half nearly south of the Land’s End, was 
selected for the landing of the Cornish end of the cable; and an 
equally eligible spot, close by Deep Point, beneath the high lands 
of Normandy at St. Mary's, for the Scilly termination. Between 
the Land’s End and St. Mary’s—which is the largest of the isles— 
there lies, at an average depth of 40 fathoms, a fine bed of sand, 
than which nothing could be better adapted for the reception of the 
cable. Of this, of course, it was decided that advantage should be 
taken. The distance from Zawn Reeth to Deep Point is twenty- 
five miles. The cable was stowed on board the screw-steamer 
Fusilier, of Newcastle, commanded by Captain Jaques, which con- 
veyed it to Mount’s Bay, Penzance. Attempts were made on 
Thursday, the 23rd, and on the next day, to lay the cable; but the 
weather was not favourable. Before daylight on the Saturday 
morning the steamer again set out from Mount’s Bay, and the shore 
end was laid at Zawn Reeth, but could not be landed. The rope used 
to haul it up to the foot of the cliff was not strong enough, and broke; 
the cable, itself, however, lay on a sandy bottem, in no sort of danger, 
and could be recovered without difficulty at leisure. The steamer 
therefore started, about nine o’clock in the morning, for the Scilly

A wile of cable was unused ; but the company intend to lay a short 
cable from St. Mary’s to Mr. Smith’s residence, at Tresco Abbey, a 
neighbouring island. The novel way in which the cable was manu- 
factured rendered the adoption of a new set of tests on the part of 
Mr. Rowland necessary; but throughout the process of laying, as 
in that of manufacture, he obtained the most satisfactory results, 
the amount of leakage being exceedingly small.

OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 


CANON BLOOMFIELD. 
The Rev. Samuel Taylor Bloomfield, M.A., one of the oldest clergy- 
men in the diocese of Peterborou and Honorary Canon of 
Peterborough Cathedral, whose dea‘ has just occurred, was edu- 
cated at Sussex College, a where he graduated B.A. in 
1808. Having been ordained in 1809 and filled various minor offices, 
he was nominated, in 1814, to the Vi of Besbrooke, near 
Uppingham, which office he retained to the of his death. He 
was appointed Honorary Canon of Peterborough Cathedral in 1854. 


MR. R. W. GREY. 
Ralph William Grey, Esq., one of the Commissioners of 
Customs, who died on the Ist inst., at Wimbledon, was the son of 


the late h William Grey, Esq., of Backworth House, Northum- 
berland, by his wife, Anne, eldest daughter of the Rev. Sir Samuel 
Jervoise, Baronet, of Idsworth Park, Hants. He was born in 


1819, and received his education at Eton, and su uently at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. in 1840. Mr. 
Grey was private secretary to Lord Sydenham when Governor- 
General of Canada, private secretary to Lord Russell in 1850, and 
Secretary to the Poor-Law Board from 1851 to 1852. He sat in 
Parliament for Tynemouth from 1847 to 1852, and for Liskeard 
from 1854 to the time of his appointment as Commissioner of 
Customs, in 1859. 
CAPTAIN FLANAGAN. 

John Woulfe Flanagan, Esq., of Drumdoe, in the county of 
Roscommon, died, on the 28th ult., at his residence, near Boyle. 
He was born Aug. 27, 1815, the eldest son of the late Terence 
Flanagan, Esq., of Drumdoe (of an old Celtic family), by Johanna, 
his wife, sister of Lord Chief Baron Woulfe. He succeeded his 
father in 1846, and in 1851 served as High Sheriff of the county of 
Roscommon, of which he was a magistrate and Deputy Lieutenant. 
At the last pecs election he stood for the borough of Sligo, ov 
extreme Liberal principles, but was defeated, after a memorable 
and very severe contest, by Major Lawrence Knox, whose election 
was afterwards set aside.

FIRE AND LOSS OF SEVEN LIVES. 


A terrible disaster, attended with @ melancholy loss of life, took 
place at Bayswater, very early in the morning, on Friday week. A 
widow and her two sons oné Gaughter, being a whole family 
dwelling together, besides three little children of another family, 
were killed, probably by instant suffocation. The particulars of 
this fearful calamity may be given in a very few words. The house,
